New York, August |.—The “Grave 
yard,” as the foreign populated neigh- 
borhood on First avenue between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth: streets is known 
locally, gave up today a fresh crime, ri- 
valing the notorious and /mysterious 
butcheries of last week. The latest 
discovered victim was an eight-year-old 
girl, and, like the two young women 
murdered, she had been shockingly mis- 
treated before death and badly muti- 
lated when life was extinct. 

The three murders are strikingly sim- 
ilar. Last Thursday night a woman 
was strangled in a boarding house; the 
next morning the body of a still uniden- 
tified woman who had been choked to 
death, was found in an areaway. Katie 
Pritchler, daughter of a restaurant 
waiter, disappeared a week ago today 
and was killed that night. <A ribbon 
placed about the throat and drawn so 
tightly that it cut the flesh, show how 
she died. 

If the brutalities of the murders can 
be qualified, that of the Pritchler girl 
ranks first. She was assaulted, mur- 
dered, and her lifeless form was horrt- 
bly mutilated. 

Why It Is Called 
The “Graveyard” takes its name 
from the proximity of the old Thir- 
teenth street cemetery, and the locality 
bas been the scene of several revolting 
murders.

Judge Gary dismissed the motion, 
holding that this railroad company is 4 
South Carolina corporation.

What Judge Gary Held. 

The opinion was filed tonight with the 
clerk of the court of common pleas for 
Charleston county. It -is not known 
what will be the next step to be taken 
by counsel for the defendant company. 

Judge Gary's decision is that the At- 
lantic Coast Line company was formed 
by merger subsequent to the enactment 
of the constitution of 1905. Therefore 
the Coast, Line is operating this state 
under a charter given by the state. And 
if it is not, then it is a trespasser and 
has no right within the state, under 
Judge Gary's ruling. He deciares a “‘do- 
mesticated corporation” to be a foreign 
corporation, which has become practi- 
cally the same thing as a domestic cor- 
poration, and insists that the laws of 
the state apply to one just as to the 
other.

What is characterized by one paper as ‘a 
wave of. prohibition sentiment’’ swept over 
the state, and in short .order a bill enacting 
prohibition passed both houses of the legisia- 
ture, was signed by the governor, and became 
law.’ 

“One of the most picturesque features of 
the campaign, and one which receives its 
share of editorial prominence, is the financial 
loss which prohibition wt!!l bring to Governor 
Hoke Smith. As one of the owners of the 
Piedmont hotes the largesf in Atlanta, it is 
said that he will lose fully $60,000 by the 
closing of the bar, but from the first he 
avowed himself in favor of the new bill and 
signed it promptly when it was passed.’

It Will Cost 875,000—Cenvitcts Can 
Do the Work in Five or Six 
Months—Mayor Will Call 
Committee Together 
Next Week. 


City Engineer Clayton says he is now 
ready to report to the specia! council 
committee on the work required and the 
cost to complete the new reservoir at 
Hemphill station. 

Mayor Joyner says he will call the 
committee together in a few days and 
that a conference with the county 
board w!l] be held some day next week. 

According to the figures of the city 
engineer, it whl cost about $75,000 to 
finish the reservoir. Of this amount 
$50,000 will include the cost of the ex- 
cavation and the construction of the 
dam,"and the balance of $25,000 will be 
the cost of the intake, overflow tower 
and biconnections. 

The engineer estimates that to finieh 
the reservoir it will be necessary to re- 
move 125,000 cubic yards of earth and 
haul and place the rock for the dam. 

The dam wil] be 81 feet high when fin- 
ished, and there remains only 28 feet 
of this to be constructed. 

When finished the new reservoir will 
hold 300,000,000 gallons of water, of 
which. between 200,000,000 and 250,000,- 
000 wll be available, 

The- old reservoir holds 170,000,000 
gallons, so that the completion of the 
new reservoir will far more than double 
the amount of water for use, 

The Time It Will Requatre. 

The city engineer estimates that with 
100 convicts and the necessary carts 
and mules to keep them moving, the 
county could complete the work in 
about six months and maybe in five.

New Counsel Is Man Who

New York, August !|.~Martin W. Litile- 
ton, former president of the borough of 
Brooklyn, a jawyer and an orator of wide 
reputation, and a native of Tennessee, 
will be chief counsel for Harry K. Thaw 
when the wealthy young Pittsburger 
again faces a jury to answer to the 
charge of killing Stanford White.

Sentence Passed on Harry Strick- 
land, Whe Killed His Brother. 
August 1.—(Special.)— Sen- 
tence was pronounced this morning on Harry 
Strickland by Jufige J. J. Kimsey.

Special Judge George E. Robbins, in| 
Georgetown, Ky., last Tuesday, his at-

To the surprise even of the attor- 
neys of the accused man, Judge Rob- 
bins submitted a written decision 
covering the affidavit, denying its al- 
legations in full, except as to his 
democracy, and vacated the bench. 
He said it was too late for him to 
mar his record as a judge by sitting 
ir, a case in which he was charged 
with unfairness. : 

Possibly a conscientious judge couid 
not have done otherwise. In justice 
t> himself and the prisoner, he felt 
cumpelled to take the course he did. 
Had a new conviction been secured 
under such circumstances, the courf 
of appeals might have found in i 
ceuse to set aside the verdict and 
order a fifth trial. A trial judge 
agreeable to both sides could not be 
secured end the case, therefore, goes 
over for an indefinite period.

The success of Goebel was assured, | 
as his friends were largely in the 
mejority in the legislature. Partisan 
feeling was intense, as the result of 
one of the most bitter political cam- 
paigns Kentucky had ever known. 
Caleb Powers, a strong and aggres- 
sive republican, who had only a 
month before been sworn in as sec- 
retary of state, was charged with the 
crime. He has since had three trials, 
resulting in three verdicts of 
“guilty.” 

The case has stirred up Kentucky, 
and politically, for eight 
years, Powers steadily maintaining 
biz innocence... The state legislatyre, 
following the crime, appropriated 
$100,000 for the purpose of investigat- 
ing clews 4nd to pay rewards for the 
conviction of those guilty of complic- 
iiy in the crime. 

Following his third trial, Powers 
appealed to the federal courts and 
Federal Judge Cochrane assumed ju- 
risdiction, but his authority was con- 
tested by the state of Kentucky, and 
on appeal to the supreme court of the 
United States the case was remanded 
to the jurisdiction of the state courts. 

The case has been fought through 
almost every conrt in the nation. 
Public interest has practically died 
out and the press dispatches an- 
nounce that the people of George- 
town, Ky., and Scott county, paid no 
more attention to the preliminaries 
of the fourth trial than to that of 
an ordinary misdemeanor case. 

Either Powers is guilty and ought 
to be hanged, or he is not guilty and 

is seven years’ imprisonment has 
worked a serious injustice upon an 
innocent man. It is for the courts 
of Kentucky to discover the facts and 
uphold the law.

Any 
innkeeper who shall put upon a bed 
ir. that state a sheet less than nine 
feet square wil! hereafter be punished 
as for a misdemeanor. It should be 
made a felony to do such a thing in 
Georgia. 

Any hotel keeper in any city or 
hamlet of Georgia who has not enough

#1 impression upon the visitor within 
his gates by changing the sheets upon 
every bed in his house once a week, 
whether they need it or not, should 
have his license revoked.

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CLEAN SHEET MEASURE 


PASSED BY THE HOUSE 


Though Favoring Clean Linen 


Personally, Mr, Hall Op- 
posed the Bill, 


MANY SPECIAL ORDERS 
SET FOR THIS MORNING 


Large Number of Absentees Result- 
ed in Special Rule Forbidding 
Committees to Leave the 
City Without Permission 
of the House. 


To have clean sheets or not to have 
clean sheets: that is’ the question just 
now before the house of representatives, 

It was brought prominently to the fore 
On yesterday morning, early in the ses- 
sion, when the bill by Mr. McMichael, 
of-Marion, which provides that all inn- 
keepers and hotel proprietors who do not 
furnish clean Sheets, clean pillow cases 
and clean towels for each guest, 
ihe rate charged is £2.00 a 
shall be punished as for 
meanor. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, objected to this 
measure and after it was passed, over 
his protest, gave notice that at th 
proper time he would move to reconsider 
the action taken. 
°At this time it expected that a 
ripping fight will follow. and it is con- 
fidently expected that the dirty linen of 
the general assembly will be exposed to 
View during this debate, one member de- 
claring that it would al] come out in the 
wash. ; 

Mr. Hall insists that he will let nothing 
slip by him that would work an undue 
hardship on any one by reason of any 
law. “I am not opposed to clean 
sneets,” he said, “for goodness knows I 
have as much to contend with in the 
matter of dirty HMnen, at country hotels, 
as any one. sut I am not in favor of 
enacting a law by which some of these 
poor inn-keepers and hotel men may be 
made to suffer because a traveler gets 
in late at night and forces him to have 
his room rechanged just because he has 
the law on his side.” 

Many Members Were Absent. 


Again the house displayed that lethar- 
gic spirit which characterized its action 
on Wednesday, and the final bill placed 
upon its passage was tabled for the lack 
of a quorum voting. 

There were so many absentees yester- 
day that the rules committee took cog- 
nizance of the fact and passed a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted by the house, 
that in future no chairman would have 
the right to take his committee away on 
an inspection tour without the consent of 
the house. Exception was made in the 
case of the eomihittee which had previ- 
Ously arranged to visit the blind acad- 
emy at Cave Spring today. 

As the session draws to a close the 
tendency to-take up certain measures as 
special orders is becoming manifest.

South Losing $2,000,000 a 
Year by Wasting Cot- 
ton Seed. 


State Chemist J. M. McCandless has 
just completed a chemical demonstration 
in the analysis of cottonseed meal which 
is bound to be of general interest to the 
farmers of the state and bids fair to 
revolutionize the industry of extracting 
cottonseed ail. 

Instead of applying the 
such experiments—that of 
mixed with the cottonseed meal—he ap- 
plied carbon tetrachloride, which is a 
much less expensive chemical, and found 
upon analysis that the weight of the oll 
extracted through this process was great- 
er than that by ether and far less 
costly. 

This chemical has been the subject of 
tests, too, by Dr. W. KF. Hand, state 
chemist of Mississipp!], who has found 
similarly successful results and is an en- 
thusiastic supporter of the theory to se- 
cure more oil from the cotton seed by 
its use. 

It is estimated that ten per cent of the 
ofl is still left in the mea! after it has 
passed through the hydraulic press. 

An official in the agricultural depart- 
ment, who is well versed on the subject 
of cotton seed, has estimated that 
farmers of the south lose annually $27,- 
000,000 by not marketing their

New York, August !.—The professional] 
traders in stocks were very diligent to- 
day in efforts to move prices, and they 
met with more or less success at differ- 
ent times.

week aguv that there was hg room to 
suppose any departure irom (tne plan, 
Yet the stock market vioi.ated quite 
feverishly, altnougn within a nariow 
range, with the circulation OL rumors 
that a hitch had occurred in the pro- 
posed increase, or tnat a fallure O1 a 
quorum to attend the mesting would ne- 
cessitate a delay. When the torma. 
announcement of the 6 per cent Wa3 
the whole market sold off, the 
Harrimans losing all of the early ad- 
vances. The reaction was clearly due to 
realizing, and it found a. signicant 
demand, attracted by the actual advance 
of the aividend rate. ‘his additional evy- 
idence of the unresponsivenes Of the 
market to any favorable news proved a 
fresh damper on speculative ertnusiasm, 
Yhe adjournment of the,Union Pacific 
directors for want of a quorum, with- 
acting on the dividend, seems to 

been unfavorably construed, al- 


suggested as a possibility in 
Pacific dividend rate was of an _ in- 
crease. The frankness which has been 
used in regard to the actions, and evel 
the intentions, of the Southern direct- 
ors, in contrast with last year’s secrecy, 
has puzzled the speculaative public so 
much that they are inclined to suspect 
ulterior surprises.
